STBAIN TOO MUCH 


•From niidnight Onward the air- 
ship battled to get out of the grip 
of-the storm: Ballast was heaved, 
engines were functioning at? full 
speed ahead, the elevators were 
usfed skilfully. 
But the strain and stress from 


the cross-currents, the buffeting 
from this raging gales, were too 
much for her. 
Trapped in the very center of
